TAX RETURN ON REQUEST 


|One Month for Those Making Appli- 

cation by Tomorrow, Says Woll- 
brinck; Suit Filed to Test Law. 
An announcement by Assessor Woll- 
brinck today that an extension of 
80 days for the filing of State income 
tax returns will be granted to all who 
apply for it, followed the filing of a 
test suit in the Circuit Court yester- 
day by the Ludlow-Saylor Wire Co., 
acting for the Chamber of Com- 
merce, the petition asking that the 
Assessor be enjoined from levying an 
assessment against the plaintiff com- 
pany for the tax. 

In his opinion, Wollbrinck said, it 
will be necessary to file any re- 
quests for extension not later than 
tomorrow, the date provided\by law 
as the last on which income tex re- 
turns may be filed, in the absence of 
petitions for extension. He is also of 
the opinion that, despite the suit, ex- 
tensions may not be granted for any 
date later than March 31.

IN FRANCE, Feb. 28.—A week ago 
Americans in the United States read 
in the French communique that 
American batteries had assisted in 
the artillery preparations for the 
successful French attack at Butte 
du Mesnil, in the Champagne dis- 
trict. Since then news may have 
crossed the Atlantic that these bat- 
teries- were heavy American artillery 
units, formerly in the coast artillery, 
and equipped with the heaviest 
French . cannon.

The Americans 
gleefully accepted the opportunity to 
take part in the little surprisé pre- 
pared by the French and produced 
two batteries, consisting of 13-inch 
guns like those in use at Sandy 
Hook. 

Positions Are Selected. 

Reconnoitering parties were se- 
lected to familiarize themselves with 
conditions and select pasitions. Spe- 
cial armored-railed cars were used 
to transport the special apparatus 
necessary. About 500 husky coast 
artillerymen -were set to work put- 
ting the finishing touches on the 
railroad tracks, which were laid es- 
pecially for the transportation of big 
guns.

So much 
has happened since their abandonment as to 
make the exposure seem like a reminder of 
ancient things. 

We have thought of the Democratic South pre- 
serving its old political ideals in something like 
their pristine purity and of corporate corruption 
as peculiarly identifying the standpatter regime 
in Northern states. But these new revelations 
show a cynicism and magnitude of effort in bring- 
ing public functions under corporate control sur- 
passing anything that can be recalled in the 
commercialized North. For while a single great 


j} system was generally content with the political 


control of one Northern state—of course, in the 
common interest of all systems—the L. & N. 
spread its sinister and debasing influence for 
corporate privilege over many states. 

It paid a $15,000 bribe to one newspaper to con- 
vey tainted information to the public. Ut dis- 
tributed $20,715 to political agents in a single 
state in a single year. It incurred a cost of $34,- 
800 in resisting a movement for rate reductions. 
As late as 1914 it spent $30,000 in Alabama in 
influencing the result of the elections. Thousands | 
of dollars in passes went to legislators in 
various states, Judges as well as lesser offi- 
cials showed it deference. 

No wonder President Milton H. Smith refused 
at first to testify concerning these shameful 
things and only gave his evidence under the com- 
pulsion of a mandate from the Supreme Court 


of the United States. We may be glad, however, 
that the disclosures were delayed. The reminder 
they convey comes at a most seasonable time. 

Especially interesting, in view of the fact that 
busy collectors are already accumulating data to 
show the evils of Government railroad control 
are the details of the so-called “Pizzaro-Cortez’ 
agreement, showing the ideals of service under 
private ownership. This agreement, “dividing a 
continent,” as it was described, bound the L. & 
N. and the Southern Railroad not to invade the 
territory of the other by buying, building or ex- 
tending lines. It was the policy of both roads 
to dominate and control the service of small lines 
and to prevent their improvement and extension 
to meet pressin® public needs. 

It is profitable to recall at this time some of 
the great blessings of private, control. 
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LABOR PROFITEERS’ HYPOORISY. 

After Bertha M. Nienberg of the Bureau of 
Applied Economics at Washington has shown 
Judge Alschuler, arbitrator of the Chicago stock- 
yards wage dispute, that it cost the wage earn- 
ers double, in 1917, for family support, that it did 
two years ago,.Attorney Condon, for the packers, 
trotted out the old plea that the workingman 
spends too much on beer. 

According to Mr. Condon there are 300 saloons 
back of the packing house yards, and it costs 
these saloons more than $1,000,000 a year to keep 
going. This sum, according to Mr. Condon, comes 
out of the employes’ wages. “Don’t you: think,” 
he asked, “if the men spent less in these salvons, 
they might have more to contribute to the sup- 
port and comfort of their families?” 

Possibly they might. But no one suggests that 
the packers and their well-paid managers drop 
their clubs, abstain from all intoxicants and re- 
ceive lower profits and salaries because of such 
abstention, though, of course, they would not 
need so much in dividends or salaries if they 
became teetotalers. 

It is impudent and hypocritical to sidetrack the 
wage question by telling the worker how he ought 
to spend his wages. The point 1s, is he getting 
sufficient to keep him in comfort and set some 
thing aside for a rainy day? He ts entitled, on 
the score of wages, to get what he is worth, with- 
out regard to how he may spend it. He is not 
expected to catechize the boss as to how he spends 
his profits or salary. 
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A SPECTER MADE IN GERMANY.

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PRICE OF VICTORY BREAD. 

The advice of State Food Administrator Mum- 
ford to the bakers, not to increase the price of 
bread to the consumer with the general intro- 
duction of Victory bread, should be heeded. The 
people will take it very hard if prices are ad- 
vaficed at the same time that wheat substitutes 
are made compulsory. 

If it is true that these substitutes for wheat 
flour cost a little more than the wheat flour 
at the present time, this is an abnormal 
condition, as the Food Administrator points out, 
and the difference in cost is 80 slight that it may 
well be ignored, especially as the abnormal flour 
condition will soon pass.

In the first place, buy shoes that 
fit properly. Well-fitting shoes 
will always outlast shoes that are 
cither too tight or too loose a fit. 

Remember that patent leather 
shoes and light-weight footwear 
are not intended for hard service 
and consequently will not with- 
stand rough wear. Be fair to your 
shoes and do not expect of them 
what they were hever designed to 
give. All patent leather is Ifkely 
to crack and no guarantee against 
this is made by the manufacturers 
of shoes. When the shoes are wet 
be careful in drying them not to 
place them too near the fire, as 
they will dry out too quickly. 
This takes the life out of the 
leather and destroys its durability. 
Therefore, do not attempt to dry 
your shoes too quickly when they 
are damp. [f your shoes are 
cleaned and dressed with proper 
dressing they will wear twice as 
long. To keep them soft and pli- 
able there is nothing better than 
“neatsfoot” oil, which is inexpen- 
sive and can be bought at any 
leather or harness store. This oi! 
is not a patent preparation, but is 
an oil that is used extensively by 
all harness makers to keep their 
goods in fine condition. Applica- 
tions of this oil, say once a week, 
will keep the leather pliable and 
wear-resisting.
